ta a directive to the: Japan 
Government, General MacArthur 
banned all research which might 
lead to the development of the 
bomb, together with any type of 
arms, ammunition and aircraft 
parts. . 

The directive specifically pro- 
hibits all research or development 
work “which has for its objective 
the effecting of mass separation 
of uranium 286 from uranium or 
any redio-nctive unstable cele: 
ments.” 

It added that Japan would not 
be allowed to import or export 
any goods without the approval 
of the Allies. 

FREE PRESS 

At the same time, General Mac- 
Arthur cleared the way for 
free Press in Japan by ordering 
the Japanese Government — to 
remove itself from direct or in- 
direct control of newspapers and 
news dgencies, 

Thus the Japanese news agency, 
Domei, which hds long been 
Government subsidised, charged 
with the dissemination of pro- 
paganda, is stripped of its apecial 
privileges and made subject to 
competition from whatever news 
services, that choure. to enter the 
field. 

General MacArthur also ordered 
that all communication facilities 
under Japanese government con- 
trol should be equally available to 
all national and International news 
agencies, so that the distribution 
of news within the Japanese home 
island will not be the special 
privilege of one controled urgani- 


sation 
TINA NCIAL CONTROL 


Pen tae reais in currencies, 
and all negotiable assets, 
directives aim at freezing such 
traffic within the country and 
facilitating: the tabulating of the 
nation’s assets, both in Japan and 
abroad. 

The first difective instructs the 
Japanese Government to amend 
its laws so as to'prohibit the 
export or import of gold or 
silver coin, gold, silver and 
Vice ete bullion, currency securi- 

cheques, bank drafts, bills of 
exclanee powers of attorney, 
proxies and other instruments. 

The second directive demands 
amendments in existing Jaws 80 
as to prohibit transactions in gold 
and silver coin, gold, silver and 
platinum bullion, external assets 
owned or controlled by any 
Japanese, property which is now, 
or has been sinca December 7, 
1941 owned or controlled by any 
person outside Japan, and trans- 
actions in foreign exchange.
